New Expense 
Account Rules 


Less Drastic 


By STERLING F. GREEN 


WASHINGTON (AP)-Thc men 


in gray flannel suits who love to j 
grab the tax deductible luncheon | 
check breathed more easily to- 
day. The new expense account 
rules are less drastic than they 
had feared. 


The basic regulation on travel 


and entertainment deductions was 
issued Friday by Commissioner 
Mortimer . Caplin of the Internal 
Revenue Service. It probably did 
not put an end to expense ac- 
count living, but it reduced that 
living standard somewhat. 


It left some questions of deduc- 


ibility up to the revenue agent 
who checks the income tax re- 
turn, including the big one: 


What is "lavish or extravagant 


entertainment," barred from de- 
ductibility by the 1962 tax law? 


The regulation set no dollar lim- 


itation on lavishness. Caplin said 
the IRS will decide each case on 
individual circumstances. 


The National Restaurant Asso- 


ciation, one of many organizations 
in the entertainment, travel and 
dining-oul industries which have 
complained that the expense ac- 
count crackdown is hurting busi- 
ness, conceded that IRS has ar- 
rived at "a fairly liberal inter- 
pretation" of last year's law. 


But the association's Washington 


counsel, Thomas W. Power, pre- 
dicted that the 88-page regulation 
"will only add to the confusion." 


Caplin indicated he was satis- 


fied with the rules as they stand. 


The regulation still is subject to 


change, although it is effective as 
of last January 1 for the 1963 tax 
year. 


Public hearings will be held five 


or six weeks from now when com- 
ments 
and 
objections will be 


heard. 


Then a revised and final ver- 


sion will be drafted, to take ef- 
fect 30 days after it is issued. 


In tlio meantinrw, Caplin..has or- 


dered IRS agents to "resolve rea- 
sonable doubts in favor of taxpay- 
ers," if the taxpayers have made 
good faith efforts to comply. 


• In the 1962 tax law, Congress 
directed IRS to add some teeth 
to the old rule which made en- 
tertainment and travel costs de- 
ductible if the taxpayer 
showed 


merely that they were ordinary 
and necessary business expenses. 


The new regulation makes it 


clear that entertainment outlays 
intended simply to foster business 
good will do not ordinarily qualify 
as 
deductible 
henceforth. 
But 


some of the most common good 
will expenses will still be recog- 
nized by IRS.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil (AP) 


—Unrest fanned 
by Communist 


agitators at a pro-Cuba confer- 
ence threatened today to provoke 
a showdown between a mililanUjf 
anti-Red state governor and fed 
eral officials. 


President Joao Goulart's gov- 


ernment ordered federal troops 
Friday night to occupy all federal 
buildings in Rio dc Janeiro. 


Carlos Laccrda, the fiery gov- 


ernor of Guanabera Stale, which 
includes 
Rio, immediately 
de- 


nounced the move. Hp. said it 
opens the way for intervention in 
his state. 


Behind the bickering was the 


International 
Cuban 
Solidarity 


Congress, a Communist propagan- 
da show called to whip up anti- 
American sentiment and support 
for 
the 
Goulart 
government's 


hands-off-Cuba policy. 


Lacerda has called the confer- 


ence subversive. His police chased 
conference delegates out of Rio 
this week, arresting some, and 
forcing the conference to meet 
across Guanabara Bay iij iViUnroi, 
outside 'Lacerda's jurisdiction. 


Goulart's government has nei- 


ther encouraged nor condemned 
the conference. Foreign Comnju- 
nists, however, have reportedly 
found it difficult to get Brazilian 
visas to attend the meeting.

about 30 minutes. Police were 
called when the group refused to 
leave at the request of I heater 
manager Bruce Young and the 
demonstrators were loaded into a 
patrol wugun for Ihe 3-bluck trip 
to the jail.

Guernsey, Five Miles West, 
Has Quite a History and at 
One Time Real Robin Hood

During the early 
19th century 


there sprang up on what was then 
the old Military Road, from Wash- 
ington to Spring Hill and Dooley's 
Ferry, the settlement 
known as 


Guernsey. The old settlers claim 
it was called Guernsey because 
the word Guernsey means island. 
In one sense, it really is an is- 
land, for the spring which is the 
source of Little Bois d' Arc creek 
starts in a field, flows completely 
around Guernsey, returns to the 
field from whicli it springs, and 
flows south to join Big Bois d' Arc 
at the little settlement of Shop. 
parcl. 


Some of the first 
families to 


come 
to 
Guernsey 
were 
the 


Grounds, Hopsons, Franks, Hous- 
lons, Mclvers, Hays, Captain Kit- 
chens, and the Walkers. Old Pro- 
fessor Mclver was the first man 
to teach a free school in this town- 
ship. Thus far we have dealt With 
facts, but everyone likes a good 
story, so here follows two about 
Guernsey. 


There is a romantic story about 


one Uncle Davy Grounds when he 
first came to this state and home- 
steaded his place. It is alleged 
that Uncle Davy fell in love with 
an Indian girl, but due to tribal 
prejudice he was unable to marry 
her. When President Jackson was 
[moving all the Indians out to the 
Indian 
Territory, 
Uncle 
Davy 


stole his Indian 
sweetheart and 


married her when her tribe left. 
After the tribe had gone to the 


j Territory, some of her people re- 
turned and 
hunted for the girl, 


but Uncle Davy was too slick for 
them, and they returned empty- 
handed. 


Then, there is a story told of an 


outlaw who laler became known 
as the "Robin Hood of Guernsey." 
This fellow, a handsome, likeable 
fellow, married one of the prettiesl 
girls in the community. While he 
bore 
the 
reputation 
of being 


"rough on rats", he was consider- 
ed one of the kindest-hearted of 
men. 
It is rumored he would trade 


a herd of cattle in someone else's 
pasture to a man for horses; send 
his lu-nchmen after the horses and 
dispose of them; then, when the 
trader 
came for his 
cattle he 


would find they belonged to some- 
one el.se and the possessor would 
deny all knowledge of the trans- 
action. 


"Robin Hood" was also accused 


of murdering an old war veteran 
and drawing his pension until ap- 
prehended. However, the only evi- 
dence obtainable was where sonw 
bashes had been whittled on with 
a knife that had 
a nick in the 


j blade. The accusers claimed that 
| "Robin Hood" hid in these bushes 
and lrimmed the twigs away to 
L;OI 
a clear view 
of his victim 


whom he ambushed. The 
knife 


jwas apparently 
traced to him. 


:The case went to trial and the de- 
fendant was acquitted. 
! 
The t;ood deeds of our hero were 


lold lor many years by those who 
jtvuu'iiilicrod him. II is said that 


no one ever went to him in trouble 
that they didn't receive help and 
no questions were asked. 


Whether 
all the 
foregoing is 


true or not will never be proved, 
as the past is too far gone. But 
the old stones in private cemeter- 
ies at Guernsey show that it is 
steeped in history, for some of the 
dates show that there were settlers 
there long before Arkansas was a 
stale. 


Business 
Outlook Has 
Brightened

WASHINGTON (AP) - A per- 


ceptible brightening of the busi- 
ness outlook has caused the ad- 
ministration to boost—unofficially 
—its estimate of national output in 
19fi3. 


The pickup now foreseen is too 


slight to cause a drop in the high 
rate of unemployment, 
official 


sources said, but it should pre- 
vent any further rise in jobless- 
ness and has virtually dispelled 
fears of a recession this year. It 
also could improve the federal 
budget outlook slightly. 


Highly sensitive business index- 


es now point to a better than an- 
ticipated spring, but the tipoff to 
a shift in administration thinking 
came from Dr. Walter W. Heller, 
chairman of the President's Coun- 
cil of Economic Advisers, in a 
speech last Monday to the Maga- 
zine Publishers Association. 


Heller 
dropped 
the 
hint 
so 


guardedly that reporters did not 
pick it up. National production, 
he said, should total $578 billion 
to $580 billion in 1963. His Janu- 
ary, forecast was $578 billion. 


Administration sources said to- 


day that Heller's phrasing was 
deliberate and significant. Nalion- 


j al output could go $l-billion to $2- 


I billion higher than was 
foreseen 


j only 2'.a months ago; the £578 bil- 
lion figure is now in the lower 
range of expectations. 


The improvement should create 


enough new jobs to absorb the 
year's crop of new entrains to the 
labor force, it was estimated, hut 
not enough to take up any of the 
idle capacity in industry or reduce 
the unemployment rate from the 
unsatisfactory area of 6 per cent.

rushed to the bedside of her pilot- 
electrician husband, Ralph, who 
is recovering in the Whitehorse 
General Hospital from his plane 
crash Feb. 4. and the ordeal that 
followed. 


"I don't want to let him out of 


my sight any more," said Mrs. 
Flores, 39. "Yes, I'll stay till he 
goes. I don't know whan they will 
let him. 


"We all knew he was alive. The 


oldest twins felt it more strongly. 
When I cried, they told me he was 
all right. He knew what he was 
doing and he was strong,"

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Lee 


Coins, 55-year-old Saline County 
man who has spent the last 32 
years in prison, looks forward to- 
day to possible parole later this 
year. 


The way to freedom for Coins 


was cleared by Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus Thursday with a pardon 
on four counts of kidnaping, for 
which he faced a total of 40 years 
imprisonment. 


Coins, sent to prison in l!)3t on 


a 12-year sentence for burglary 
and grand larceny in Saline Coun 
ty, escaped two years later, rec- 
ords show. 


While he was free he and a 


companion robbed a post office at 
Keevil, Ark. Later he was con- 
victed on five charges stemming 
from his involvement in kidnap- 
ings in the Texarkana area. 


He received 10 years for each 


count, the terms to be served con- 
secutively. He served 17 years of 
a 35-year federal sentence on the 
post office charges before being 
returned to Arkansas state Prison 
to finish his original 12-year term. 


Coins started serving the first 


of the kidnaping terms in 1959. 


Faubus reduced the life sen- 


tence of Cooler Martin to 30 years 
and that of Mannie B. Iluffstetler 
to 60 years. Both will soon be 
eligible for parole. 


Martin was sentenced Feb. 10, 


1953 in Columbia County and Huff- 
stetler in Crawford County in 1943. 
Both were convicted of first de- 
gree murder.

Russian Troops 
in Cuba Is the 


Bennett Hand 
Out a Lesson 
in History

Gen. 
Bruce Bennett gave a his- 


tory lesson with an editorial tinge 
today to a California student who 
asked him about circumstances 
under which Arkansas ratified the 
141 h Amendment to the U.S. Con- 
stitution. 


Carla Canele of Portola Valley, 


Calif., asked Bennett when Arkan- 
sas ratified the amendment and 
"Were there any outstanding inci- 
dents surrounding the state ac- 
tion?" 


Bennett told her the amend- 


ment was ratified April (>, 1868, 
and then he launched into the his- 
tory lesson. 


"At the time of the adoption of 


the 14th Amendment," he wrote, 


Arkansas was in the clutches ot 


carpet baggers and scalawags; 
the legislature was composed of 
individuals born and reared in the 
North who came south after ces- 
sation of hostilities for the pur- 
pose of of preying on the people 
of this slate who had expended 
all their efforts, lime, money and 
many lives fighting for a princi- 
pal which they believed in." 


"At that time anyone who had 


remained loyal to the South was 
disfranchised 
and had no vote 


and, 
in consequence, the members 


of the House and Senate were all 
foreigners. 


"The situation in Arkansas nt 


that time was similar to that in 
all the Southern states. One might 
say the amendment was adopted 
through coercion of a rifle and 
cannon — not through the legal 
processes of law."

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


latest Cuban squall—with more 
thunder than lightning—seemed to 
have all but passed over today. 
And U.S. officials turned again to 
a more lingering problem: the 
thousands of Russian troops still 
in Cuba. 


Tension over Thursday night's 


Cuban MIG attack on an Ameri- 
can cargo ship, the Floridiah, 
dropped sharply after a swift note 
from Cuba saying the Russian- 
built fighters "probably fired in 
error." The ship was not hit. 


Informants in Havana said Fri- 


day night that Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro has promised to de- 
liver an explanation to the United 
Stales on the strafing. 


But time was approaching for 


what 
President 
Kennedy 
said 


would be a new look at Soviet 
troop strength on the island. 


At his last news conference 


March 21, Kennedy said 
that' 


about 3,000 Russians had 
left 


Cuba since Soviet Premier Nikita 
S. Khrushchev promised to with- 
draw several thousand. That left 
an estimated 14,000 on the island 


•and, said Kennedy, "We hope; 


more will pull out. 


'The month of March is not fin-1' 


ished yet and we should, have a 
clearer idea as to what the total 
numbers should be in the coming 
days." 


Since then about 400 more So- 


viet military personnel have de- 
parted, according to unofficial re- 
ports. But Kennedy, who consid- 
ered the Cuban situation at a 
meeting of the National Security 
Council Executive Committee Fri- 
day, 
lias kept silent on the count. 


The quick cooling off of the 


shooting incident indicated both 
Havana and Washington wantW 
to avoid any new crisis,

The State Department disclosed 


Friday that the strafing—which 
occurred about 20 miles north' of 
the northern Cuba coast—was pre- 
ceded and followed by diplomatic 
messages from Havana.
